DfiiLiN, July 0.—The Irish-Aineri- 
cau commission which arrived here 
a few days ago for the purpose 
of trying to clFcct a peaceful 
HCttlement of tho diH'crcnccs existing be¬ 
tween tilt' warring Irish factions wrote to 
.lustin McCarthy proposing an interview 
between him and John Uedmoud with a 
view to negotiations looking to tho estab¬ 
lishment of peace. 

Mr. McCarthy replied to tho commission 
to-day that he must consult with the mem¬ 
bers of his pally on the subject. 

It is known that tho anti-PariKlIites are 
utterly opposed to considering tho question 
until after the elections are over and that 
the Parncllitcs are also unwilling to discus 
the matter at present. / 

The commisaioii say that they do not 
despair of smoothing matters after the elec¬ 
tions have taken place. 


Tho llnttlo of tlio Giants. 
r/)Ni)o.N, July 0. —Mr. (lladstone ad- 
ressed a large and enthusiastic meeting at 
Dalkeith yosterday. In tho course of his 
speech ho said that if Scotland on mature 
detil>eration wanted Home Rule for herself 
she would get it as her right, but, he added, 
the Irish questjion leads Scottish natioiiali- 
ralion. l^ho Scottish iiatjonal grievance 
was that whenever there was ap anti- 
Liberal majority in Parliament the vote of 
Scotland was diaregarded. 

A Vote of tVant of Contltleoce, 

Mr. (iladitone, in an election address in 
Stow, Kdinburghshiro, declared that when, 
in 1870 , he anticipated a victory in the 
then coming election his anticipation wa'i 
more than realized. Ho Wlieved that the 
same thing woe going to happen now. 

Parliament, he claimed, would u^vef be 
able to attend tp the business of the coun¬ 
try until the Irish question was settled. 
The Literals would have to repair all the 
present (tovorninent's work. 

During the proceedings of the meeting a 
vote of want of confidence in Mr. (lladstone 
woa proposed on account of his action ip 
regard tp the Scotch diMestablishmcnt <{ues- 
tioii. 

Mr. Gladstone in explaining his position 
in the matter said it was impossible for 
him to act otherwise than he had done 
without trampling the national opinion of 
Scotland under tho feet of England. 

Eight Hour Day Prcuiatqre. 

Mr. (jladstone also attended a meeting in 
Gorebridge and delivered an address, in 
which he emphasized the necessity for a 
thorough reform of the land law s. He also 
said that the demand for a universal work¬ 
ing day of H hours was ureinalure, but 
that the deimaud of toe miiisrs for 
an eight-hour day was more hopeful, be¬ 
cause If the ipen were practically unani^ 
PIOUS on the question no employers’ objec- 
tious should prsvent thsm from attaining 
the end which they sought. Where a dis¬ 
trict was unanimous in favor of tbs cstah* 
Uahmeot of a working day of^eight hours he 
believed that local option should prevail, 
alihotmh he wm not conOdent of the eno* 
peee of the movement.

Again wo do not hear so much 
from him nowadays about Homer as 
we lioard in other times, and this 
would seem to show that his mental 
jiowers are less demonstrative than 
they used to be, which is one more 
had sign.

The 
Liberals will oppose any such proposal. 

THE RESULT IN PONTIAC. 

Mr. Thomas Murray, who was de¬ 
feated in Pontiac does not feel the least 
dispirited over his defeat. He attri¬ 
butes Mr. Bryson’s election altogether 
to the bonus question, the operations 
of the bribery brigade, and the stulling 
of the electoral lists. Mr. Murra}’ 
polled over two hundred votes more 
than he did at the general election. 
What the people of PontiAc want to 
know now is w’hether Mr. Brj’son is 
going to get for them the price they 
were promised for electing him, and 
the government does not seem inclined 
to pay that price. 

BLAKE’S ARRIVAL. 

Moville, Jul 3 ’ 4 .—An immense recep¬ 
tion awaited the arrival of the Allan 
liner Parisian which reached here to¬ 
day. The Hon. Edward Blake, accom¬ 
panied bj' his son. bid an affectionate 
farewell to the thousand and more souls 
with whom he Imd safely crossed the 
Atlantic, and when liestO])ped on board 
the tender, en route for Londonderry, 
ho was received with shouts of fare¬ 
well ajid Ood-spceil from his fellow- 
voyagers.

Reduced 
fares would increase passenger travel, 
and it costs no more to haul a loaded 
passenger car than to haul an empty 
one. But it will probably be dillicult 
to induce those cabinet ministers and 
members of parliament wlio travel 
upon “annual passes’’ to think that 
three cents a mile is too much for 
ordinary i-eoplo to pay in railway 
fare.-. 


HAILWAY Sl'BSIDlES. 

The Minister of Railways on Tues¬ 
day brought in his hill by wliich 
grants are proji^sed for several lines of 
railway. Among other grants we ob¬ 
serve the sum of $5 ,*200 a mile granted 
to the Bay of Quinte railway for 20 
miles, being an extension in the coun¬ 
ties of Hastings and Addington 
towards tho iron deposits.

An Oocoelon When John Howard Payne ; 

Sang the Song ITnder Compuleion. ^ 

I was once acquainted with a Swede who 
hod been odopiM by the Osage Indians. 
He woe a friend of John Ross, tne celebrat* : 
ed rhief of the Cherokeet, and gave lite 
name in the Cherokee language—it was 
written J. Q, A J. Q., pronounced Koh- 
web-s-koh-wch, and moans swamp sparrow. 
His brother, Lewis Hose, was named Te- 
tah-te, which means spoon. My informant 
was himself called by the Clierokoos Te- 
kaw-wha-lese ky, which signilies "The man 
who writes orders for flour.” 

John Howard Bayne, tho author of 
"Home, Sweet Home,” was a warm, per¬ 
sonal friend of John Hoss. At this time 
the Cherukees were removed from their 
homes in Georgia to their present home 
west of the Mississippi Uiver. Payne woa 
spending a few days in Georgia with Boss, 
who was occunring a miserable cabin, hav¬ 
ing been forcibly ejected from his former 
home. A number of prominent Chcrokees 
were in priEon, and iliat portion ot Georgia 
in which the tribe wa.i located was scoured 
by armed squads of the Georgia militia, 
who had orders to arrest all who refused to 
leave the country. 

While Hoss and Payne were seated be¬ 
fore th> fire in the hut the door was sud¬ 
denly burst open an<l six or eight militia 
mpn sprang into the room. Kosn’ wife was 
seated on a trunk containing many valu¬ 
able papers and a small amount of money, 
and at the unexpected intrusion she sprang 
up and screamed wildly. Ross spoke to 
her in the Cherokee longnage, telling her 
to \>e seated, as she wonli save the con¬ 
tents of the trunk. She sat down again 
Kid the intruders told Ross that he and 
Payne were under arrest and must prepare 
tb accompany the stjuad to MillcdgCTille, 
where they were to be imprisoned. Tbs 
soldiers lost no time in taking their pruon- 
ers away, lioss was permitted to ride his 
own horse, while Payne wa^ mounted on 
one led by a soldier.

How to Coolji Potatoes—A Great 8eereS. 

f havs been dining here—one of the 1>esl 
pillbt in London. But the potatoes are uni¬ 
formly bad, waxy and indigestible. 1 do 
not write merely of a club grievance. 1 am 
an old housekeeper—married over twenty 
years. 1 am passionately fond of potatoes, 
and { rarely ever get them to iny liking. I 
had to go to - — the other day, and my 
host is a large {lotato grower. At dinner 
the potatoes were perfectly ravishing ! A 
few questions and answers elicited the re¬ 
markable fact that my own table was 
usually supplied by my host's potatoes. 
But mine were always like those of the 
club, dell, soddeu, waxy and abominable. 
His were light, dry, mealy and perfectly 
delightful. Being a bit of a cook myself 1 
arranged with my lioit to spend the next 
forenoon in his kitchen. The n<ituto is com¬ 
posed almost entirely of pure starch. To 
make this starch agreeaUe to the eye and 
the palate, its corpuscular\ elements must 
Iw spilt up by heat in the presence of excess 
of moisture, and at a temperature just a lit¬ 
tle higher than boiling water at the sea 
level (212^). Now, 1 h.appeti to live at such 
a height alioveseu level that water probably 
boils at 21U . 1 never get good potatoes. My 
host’s bouse was just as mine, and his 
cook saiil that the water in the well did 
pot suit potatoes (she knew nothing about 
the sea level and U’miK?ruture) so llial she 
was obliged to “soften it with salt." She 
))ut a big handtul of salt in lh|; pot of po¬ 
tatoes, and 1 think raised the boiling point 
tovabout 210". Tlieu, after boiling them 
till tb« skins burst, she pourwl off the 
water, cocked the liil half off the pot, put 
the latter on the hob, and thus for 
about j^tecn minutes she thoroughly 
dried th^m. The result was aiiia/ing and 
delighful. 1 went lioiiie, and 1 made a 
series of careful exjterimeiits. You cannot 
steam a potato into perfeclion unless you 
enclose the steam so as to raise its tem¬ 
perature to about 210 . i'oiatoes mutt 
always be boiled in their skins and in u 
pretty strong saline 8oluti<.»n, in order to 
get them to perfection, delightful to the 
palate and easy of <ligestion. After such 
treatment they mav !« made into sovip ; 
they may l.»e l>aked or roasted (for a few 
minutes only) in their skins; they may liej 
mashed, cooketl a la niaitre saute, or tifiy 
things may be done with them ; but first 
of all they must l>e boiled in their skius, 
with plenty of salt, and tIVm well dried.

The Progress to tho Cro88 Presentctl by 
the Natives of Dritlah roliimbla—Thou¬ 
sands in Attendance—A Strange and 
Very Moving Rpeetaole. 

One of the most important religious 
events that has ever taken place in West¬ 
ern Canada was tho recent presentation of 
the Passion I'lay by the Indians of Bt. 
Mary’s Mission near New Westminster. 

The Indians have but little imagination, 
and accordingly the missionaries nave had 
great ditticnliy in teaching thfin the vari¬ 
ous Bible stories. Tho idaii of presenting 
a Poasion Play mos finally adopted a few 
years ago as the best means of giving the 
natives a conception of the leading events 
ip the life of the Saviour. Several times 
the Indians at the various missions have 
essayed to present the play or parts of it, 
hut never have they given So complete and 
realistic a production as on this occasion, 
and it is doubtful if the play haa ever been 
so well presented on tliis continent. 

A party of distinguished lioman Catholic 
pricsta is now visiting tho missions of 
British Columbia, and tho play waa given 
in order to show them tho advance wliich 
the Indiana of the Province have made. 
Tiie visitors were Archbishop Duhamel of 
Ottawa, Bishop La Fleche ot Three Rivets, 
Bishop Lorraine of Pembroke, Bishop 
Macdonnell of Alexandria, Biahou Bromlel 
of Helena, Vicar-Ceneral Hamel of i^ue- 
bcc, Vicar-iJeiieral Marechcl of Montreal, 
and many other well-known members of 
the priesthood. Tho Indian tribes u hich 
look part in tho concl.'ive were the Bhus- 
wap, Thompson River, Fraser River, 
S(|Udini8li, Sechelt, Stickeen and Douglas. 

'I'he thousands of Indians who hud 
guliicrod from all parts of British (.'olutn- 
hu4 were encamped at the foot of the 
bluff, overlooking the Fraser River, on 
which tho mission stands. The tribes 
were in separate gfliisters of tepees, and 
in the center of each group was placed 
the standard of thu trii^. in addition to 
these standards, bright banners were 
streaming from the tops of many of the 
tents, and the natives thcmselvos were 
decked in tlioir most gorgeous colors— 
the llandiig teds and strong^ yellows, as 
usual, predoiniiiatiiig. 

Wlien the train bearing the visitors 
arrived on tho morning of Thursday, 
Juno 2, a ilrizr.lo was falling, but every 


THE WI FE OF A GENIUS. 

How ItolMfrt Louis Stevenson's Marriage 
Was llrnugbt About. 

An official high in the emjploy of the Gov¬ 
ernment saidRto me tho other day ; "The 
story of how Robert Iv<juis Btevouson got 
his wife has never b#en told in print, 1 m- 
lievo. The story sounds almost like a 
chiptcr from a novel, but is, nevertheless, 
ubs^)luloly true in all its details, says a 
writer in tho Kansas City Times. 

"In IHS.') I, a young man, became iuti- 
iiialely acquainted with Samuel C. Os¬ 
borne, who was then private secretary to 
(Governor Willard, of Indiana. Osborne 
was a magniHcent fellow in personal ap¬ 
pearance and magnetism. Ho was versa¬ 
tile, scholarly, witty, quick as tho light¬ 
ning's Hash ill repartee and a bno musician. 
That man could draw sweeter tones from a 
llute than any man 1 ever knew. 

"Well, 111 IS.W Osborne married a black- 
eyed .Miss Vamlegrift; she waa not beau¬ 
tiful, by any means, but rather attractive. 
At that lime he was in the office of the 
reporter of the Supreme Court of Indiana 
and was making good money. 

"In ISbl .lames B Beach, reporter of 
the Supremo Omirt, and Oslmrne, both of 
whom ha<l saved up a few thousand dol¬ 
lars, started for Arizona. Sain had his 
wife and two children, a boy and a girl, 
and be took them along. Arrived ut Ari¬ 
zona Bcacli and Osborne bought a mine 
with their savings ami in about a month 
were offered ^<10,000 in cash tor their bo¬ 
nanza. Beach wanted to liold it for a 
larger offer and inside of six weeks they 
could not soil it for a dollar.

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Juno a drizxlo was fiTlIing, but every 
Indian iii the camp was staadin^ by the 
track to cet a glimpse orf the fathers 
from the Kast. As the priests steppecl 
from the trail) u S<|aamisli chief, Iluriy, 
caiiio forward, and in the iwtivc tongue 
delivered an address of gr<;eting, wluch was 
translated by an inicrpieter. I’roni tiio 
Mission Hill a salute of eannqn was tired, 
and the blnn's along the river tossed back a 
hundred echoes. After the apereh of wel¬ 
come was over, three brass bands, every 
player in which was an Indian, gave some 
remarkably good music. 

While the visiting clergy were taken into 
the mission for li^ehcon the Indians B(iuat- 
ted on the ground by their tents, built 
smouldering mes for their native cooking, 
and munched d.eied salmon. The rain 
would stop occasionally, and tlien pour 
down again with renewed vigor, but the 
Indians paid i)n heed to it. 

At 4 o’clock in the afternoon the an¬ 
nouncement was made that the play would 
begin. Two chiefs addressed the people in 
the encnnii)ment, (uilefing them to mass 
themselves at the foot of the winding path 
leading up the hill to the mission. The 
Indians gatlieiod like an army on the low 
land, amt at a given signal from the two 
chiefs the procession moved up the steep 
ascent, hirst came the women, carrying 
the pai>ousos, then the voting hiicksi’and 
after lluni a mixed crowd of tdd men and 
women, hoys and girls. .Slowly they 
moved up the hill, chanting in l,atin, 
hroken hy the guttural sound.s of their own 
lungiiugc, the "Hail, .Insiis." Tho song 
secnetflo jiffccl them greatly, for m»w' llim 
voices would rise high and shrill, and now 
would die away to a hiw moan. At the 
er«*8ceiulos the Indians wouid throw back 
ihuir beads ami wave their ariii.s in a re.i- 
gioiiM fieii/.y. 'i’lic play liiitl no speaking 
parts, but was presented in a sei ies of eight 
lalileaux. 'I’lic stage was tlie broad, liaitl 
ixiulevard loading past the mi.ssion build¬ 
ings. The tableaux were all plai ed at once, 
oiu’ after another, at intervals of about 
fifty feet, ami coiiseciuently each scene ha<l 
(iillerent si-ts of actors. Only the best of 
the Imlians wore clios m for parts, and so 
iJic limior <)f iming in the pcrfoimanoo was 
a high on^, and tlm men and worm n sclec^- 
o«l wore regariled a.s innch to be envieil. 
'I'lio talileaux were as complete as the limit¬ 
ed rcsource.s of the mission wonhl allow, 
and the costunicM, which w'cre carefully 
fashioned after those of pictures, were fair¬ 
ly correct. 

At the top of the hill a chief was stutioi)- 
ed, giving ill a low tone the < omiimml by 
wiiich the procession <livitlc»l, half going on 
one. sale of the boulevard, and half on the 
Ollier. As they inarched along, the Indians 
still .xang their wcinl chant, ami at cacli 
tableau or stage of the cross every* one in 
the proccosion ifiade a ms;fouml ohciiiance 
ami crossed himself. 

The lirst group, or tableau, oontained a 
stalwart Indian, roped in a white siir|)lice 
ami cloak of bine. He knelt in supplica¬ 
tion, while six rcd-gowncil natives lay on 
the grouml behind him feigning sleep. The 
scene was the agony in the tiatden of 
< icthsriiiunc. 'i'he Indian representing 
('hrist hud been ilrilled nntU he seemed to 
h.ivo an unusually good coiice|)iion of the 
part, for he threw liis whole soul into the 
pertrayal, and his bwe wore.a wonderful ex- 
|)re.*«sioii of sun'ering and intercession. I lur¬ 
ing tho forty minutes while tlic spuctalors 
vv'cic walking past, ho appoared to he in a 
state almost hypnotic, for not a muscle of 
his body moved. 

The second scene was Christ seized by 
(lie soldiers. An Imlian, al>out tho san:e 
in stature as in the first tableau ami wear¬ 
ing exactly the same dress, look the part 
of the iSaviour. Other ua(livos with the 
ahields, spears, hc'mets, amjl jerkins of Ho¬ 
man soldiers were binding the unresisting 
Lor<l. 

In the third tableau Christ appeared be¬ 
fore Pilate. Tho Homan Governor was 
seated on a dais spread with scarlet, w hile 
his chair of state was covered with u robe 
of the same gorgeous color. Hcfoie him a 
slave held a basin and pitcher with which 
he was about to wash his hands, ditolaim- 
ing all part in the crime which the Jews 
wished to have committed. Before the 
Governor stood Christ with downcast eyes 
nod bound with chains. Near by was a 
group of sullen and angrv Jews watching 
the proceedings of the tnal. 

The fourth picture, the flagellation, was 
horrible in its realism. Christ was bound 
to a post, and two savage soldiers were 
standing over him, with bloody knouu up¬ 
raised. The Saviour, from whose back tbs 
blood was pouring, bent forward, his face 
showing both anguish and spiritual deter¬ 
mination. 

In the fifth picture Christ sat in a rough 
chair, and soldiers with spears in their 
hands stood about him. One of them was 
placing on his head a crown of thoms»

Two Cant Mtlaaga. 

Hon. Mr. Haggart morad the third read¬ 
ing of the bUl to amend the Railway Act 

Mr. Maclaan (Baat York) moved tha 
amendment of which tie bad given notice, 
that a tnaximnm rata of two canta par mil# 
should be adoptad on all railways in Cam- 
ada. Ha said that he would Arat deal with 
the objection raised that Parliament had 
not tha power to, regulate railroads. Ha 
claimed that this Parliament, which had 
aasiitad the railroada by large sul)si(lies 
andgrantaof land and had given them 
fran^isaa, had power also to regulate rail¬ 
roads in evai^ raapoaU This was a sound 
principle and one that could be maintained. 
Evan tha municipalities of the country 
had power to regulate thair street 
rmlwa^s, and surely if tha muni- 
ciMlitias had that power tha ParliaiMut 
of Canada had'equal powara The Unitkd- 
States controlled its railways, os also did 
tho conntries in Kuropa . This railway 
problem in Canada, he aaid, a'as naxt to 
the labor question. His proposal fora two- 
cant passenger rale was in the interests of 
tho people of the country. It would create 
increased travel, and greater intercourse 
between the provinces. It would have the 
effect of binding people together,and create 
a community of interests between different 
provinces 

Would Deneflt Comuisrce. 

Commerce would be greatly benefitted. 
He bad mot a great many Toronto mer¬ 
chants who said that if they could get 
cheaper travel they would send out more 
travelers, and consequently do more busi¬ 
ness. It was travel that made the man. 
This amendment was also in the interests 
of labor. There was always work in the 
country, but with high rates of travel the 
workman could not Mach it. Cheaper 
travel would settle thisRnattcr. 

His amendment would also operate 
in the interest of the railways. 
With greater travel the revenue of the 
railway would increase. Tliis was shown 
by the lowering of the po-stogo and tele¬ 
graph rates. The traftic increased and the 
revenue abo increased.

There was ouu grievance which he (Wood) 
intended bringing l>cfore Parliament next 
session in connection with lailw'ays, and 
thitt was the inconvenience caused to pas¬ 
sengers in Kastern Ontario through the 
ignoring of coggfcctions between the Cana¬ 
dian Pacihe a^ the Orand Trunk Rail¬ 
ways. A passenger arriving at Hrockvills 
from Ottawa by the Canadian Pacific would 
just get there in time to sec the JJrand 
Trunk leaving the station. 

Mr. Edgar Cnlli it Conflsr.atloo. 

Mr, PMcar opposed (he amendment, 
which would simply l>o one of confiscation 
consiilciing tho investments which bad been 
made in these roada. 

Dr. Sproiile spoke in favor of the amend¬ 
ment. A poor man would have no chance 
to go and fight against a great corpora¬ 
tion before the railway committee of the 
privy council. 

Mr. Corby, spoke against the amendment, 
stating that it would lower the wages of the 
working roan. 

Mr. Cockbnru aaid it was absurd to come 
one day to Parliament and ask for millions 
of dollars to construct railways, which 
could not be constructed without this 
monev, and then to bring in a resolution to 
the House to deprive these roads of one- 
third of their earnings. A pressure of this 
kind 'put upon the railway companies 
would cause a reduction of the wages of 
^ railway employes. The House was not 
^t possessed of sullicient information to 
legislate upon such an important matter. 

Lieut.•Col. Tisdale said that tiie mover 
would look in vain for any legislation 
which had reduced tho maximum rates on 
railways except on the New York Central, 
and the circumstances connected with that 
change would bo no precedent for the legis¬ 
lation which was now proposed. He denied 
that railway com^nies had not reilucsd 
their passcu'- :rs’ fares for .'iO years and 
gave several instances to show that such 
was the case.
